Thfl moat capable Democratic statistician can flgore no more 
than 202 votes In the Kleotoral College which by any poaaibUitjr, near 
or rcraote, can Ix' claiiiKMl for Wilson: while the name Democratic 
lead pencil geta down 249 electoral votea aa reasonably eetialn for 
Hughes. A majority ol' the Klectoral College is 266 votes. Aeeording 
to these Democratic figures, therefore, Wilson must win li4 votes from 
States which the Democrats class as doubtful, whereas Hughes needs 
only m from the same source. 

The four States which the Democrats look upon as doabtfnl and 
wherein they purpose to coiist-nfrate tbcir heavy fightinpr <liiriii(f this 
campaign are New York, with 45 electoral votes; Indiana with Ifj; 
K«W Jvnty with 34; and Conneeticnta with seven. To elect Wilson, 
under these conditions, recinires that be eiirry tliroe of these States— 
and one of the three must be New Vorlc — whereas Hughes can win 
by carrying New York aton^, or by canTteg any aoBbiaation of two 
out of the otlier three. 

In studying the problem, the tigures of the two preceding Presi- 
dential elections are noit Intereitinf . 

New York in 1908 wave Taft 870,000 votes, Bryan getting 067, 
OOt). in'l!)12 Wilson had t>5.j,UU0, and the combined Taft and Roose- 
velt atrengtli was 846,000. i ' 

In 1906 Indiana was earned Taft against Biyan by 348,000 
to 338.000. In 1912 the Hooaier Dniio. ruts gav.> Wilson S8i,000 votes 
to 313,000 polled for Taft and liotmt vi it logeilier. 

New Jersey gave Bryan, in 1008. 182,000; and to Taft 265,000. 
Four years latrr Wilson nceix rd iiotiK' support of 178,000, whik Taft 
and Roosevelt together had 234,000. 

Connecticut in 1908 was carried by Taft to the tune of ll?,0(Ni 
to 68,000. In 1912 Wilson got 178,d00, whilo Tkfl and BooMVdt to- 
gether had 2:U.(HH). 

In oth<M- words, iu tlie tour States which Democratic aoothsayCTv 
count ss "doubtful." there is only one — Connecticut — where Wilaoii 
reecivc'd Mioi-c votes in 1012 tinin Brynn had in 1008; and in not one 
of these tour States was the combined Taft and Roosevelt vote of 
1912 as great as that which Taft received alone in 1908. 

That is lo say, united Hepublieanisni was thousands of vote.'^ 
stronger in li)U6 than the total vote of divided Republicanism iii 
1913^; while Wilson was not as good a vote-getter as llryan showed 
hinisell'. To put it exaetly as tlie tiiruies show, Wilson was ()7,0()0 
weaker than Bryan, while there were 1U1,U00 more men who voted 
for Taft in 1908 than voted for Taft and Rboaevelt together in 1912. 

These lOl.'XN) Kepublieans who were dllgWlad with the inter- 
nal party warfare of IM12 and whp refused to vote at ail. will be eali 
ed to the poUa this yeai by the reunion of the Republican elements 
Thus, in the four States which Denioerat.s admit to be doubtful, Mr 
Wilson confronts the necessity of making up the GT.OOO votes whiel\ 
constitute the Bryan oxeess of 1!)08 as compared with the Wilson vote 
of 1912, and at the sjtine time lie must ()\ereoint? the Uepublican re- 
serve of 101,000 which is disclosed by the figures of the two elec- 
tions. His handicap, therefore, is IdS.iXK) in the race for the 81 elee- 
toval votes whieh these four "donbtfol" 8tataa will bavo to ghra. 
He can never ovMoome that handicap.

lie-elected. The expenditures of last 
\.'ur do lull show any re|>aii' .ork on 
this pike, Ht all.
